The sunnat sequence fol- 
lows ; wash both hands upto the 
wrists, go to the toilet ( if needed), 
wash all the private parts, per- 
form wudhu or ablution, wet all 
the body using bits of 
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water and rubfamg by hand, finaf !y 
pour water three times on headj 
three times on right shoufder, 
three times on left shoulder, and 
make sure to have cleansed the 
mouth by gargling, and the nos- 
tril3 by rinsing from within or 
sniffing in the water and blowing 
out. There are three (3) farz or ab- 
solute requirements of ghusi (1)
